Houston Oil company. The applica- 
tion for temporary 
receivers was 


made at the instance of the Maryland! 
Tiust company, Wii^n the order was 
entered at New Orleans by Federal 
Judge A. P. McCormiek, it i£ under- 
stood that the Kirby interests were 
present and insisted on being repre- 
sented in the receiverships. 
At the 


instance of the applicant the order 
was made a secret one for 4? hours, 
but it leaked out and was later con- 
firmed by Floyd ATcGowan of the lav?

our of these "spills," which form the 
egs of your table. 
Place them to- 


••ether and cut off the loose ends, mak- 
ng them of equal length. 
Now roll 


ip smaller sheets of paper and insert 
hem in each leg in order to strengthen 
hem. 
Push them down as far as pos- 


ible at each end and cut off the pro 
r'iding parts. By this means the legs 
may be almost as hard as wood, and a 
ittle varnish or sizing will help make 
hem still more firm. Cut black and 
gold paper into long, even strips and 
>aste them neatly around the legs, as 
shown in Fig. 3, having previously 
covered them with a sheet of tissue or 


loss paper of some chosen color, or 


give them a coat of light enamel before 
ndding the black and gold paper. 
When the legs are finished bind four 
of them together, using ribbon or wire 
covered with ribbon, as shown in Fig. 
4. 
Three crosspieces must nest be 


made in a similar manner and attached 
o the legs, as shown in Fig. ,". These

be decorated 
with 


curled tissue paper and tipped with 
;old or silver paper if liked, and the 
ntersections can be concealed by bows 
or rosettes of the tissue paper.

3, when the auditor for the Treasuray 
department worte a letter to the Sec- 
retary, informing him that certain col- 
lectors of customs along the Canadian 
border were admitting frogs' leg to the 
United States under a 10 per cent duty 
m accordance with the provision of 
ihe Diugley law fixing that rate for 
law or unmanufactured articles not 
specifically provided for 


The auditor suggested that it might 


be possible to assess a higher rate of 
duty The Secretary .anxious to afford 
the fullest measure of protection to 
American frogs, turned 
the matter 


over to the customs division for an 
answer to the question: 


"What are frogs' legs?" 
There was a consultation of ihe 


tariff experts, and several of them 
were assigned to the duty of solving 
the problem. They set about it in a 
practical way, and, after eating frogs' 
legs in every stylo in which they 
could be prepared, submitted Iheir re 
ports. 


One of them reported that the frogs' 


legs he had been eating certainly were 
veal. Another declared that the ones 
he had sampled were ducks' legs, and 
a third was certain that those be had 
eaten were chickens' legs. 


The weight of the evidence and lhe 


Secretary's practical experience In 
some experiments that he had been 
making on his home table were on the 
side of the contention that a frog was 
a bird, and consequently, a letter was 
written the aiiJitor that under what 
is- known as the '"similitude"' section of 
the tariff law, frogs' legs were to be 
classed as dressed poultry, and that 
duty was to l>e assessed on them at 
(he rate of five cents per pound.

MS PROF. WILLIAMS' LECTURE 


TUESDAY NIGHT 


t the First Presbyterian' Church on 


"The Race as a Factor in So- 


cial Progress." 


Prof. C. L. Williams of Deiiison uni- 
ersity delivered an 
interesting lee- 


are Tuesday evening in the First 
Jresbyterian church, under the aus- 
ices of Pan-Racial Institute Chapter 


>Jo. 1 on "The Race as a Factor in So- 
ial Progress." 
The lecture was preceded by a short 


nusical program by the Moulders' 
uartet, Mr. Walter Spitzer favoring 
he audience with a solo, "Asleep in 
he -Deep." 


Prof. Williams said in discussing his 
ubjec't that the word "race" is an in-1 


;efinite term, but that it served well 
nought nevertheless to bring home to 
he mind the profoundly significant, if 
omrnonplace fact tbat mankind is di- 
•ided and redivicled by country and 
;olor lines, and by language, customs 
and traditions into groups or peoples, 
vhich by virtue of their differences in 
,entiments and ideals, act. and react 
ipou each other and upon society in 
general in various and subtle ways, 
••reducing results of both good and 
evil consequences. 


Under the expression "persistency of 


,ype," he discussed the element of per- 
uanency in the race, citing 
frort; 


George Elliot and other writers in- 
stances in proof of the fact that the 
ndividual ic at tiroes unconsciously in-' 
Silenced and, occasionally, as in mo- 
ments of great"excitement, irresistibly 
controlled by impulses and emotions 
inherited from tho ancestral stock 
from which he sprung. 
\ 


Race hatred and prejudice, Dr. Wil- 


liams maintained, is deeply entrenched 
in the human breast and finds expres- 
sion in war and strife and contentions 
which militate against individual and 
social well being. Gooa consequences 
also spring from differences of race 
and types of culture. From the com- 
mingling of race blood a more sturdy 
and virile stock will often arise as in 
the case of the English. 


Fundamentally, however, mankind 


is one, and superficial and.more or 
less artificial differences should not re-' 
pell race from race and community 
from community to the extent they do 
and have done throughout all history. 
To call forth the manly in the individu- 
al he must be treated as a man, be 
lie an humble Italian peasant or proud 
and haughty Indian chief. 


The next lecture in the course which 


Dr. Williams is giving, will be deliv- 
ered in about two weeks on the sub- 
ject. "Shakespeare as an Exponent of 
Human Mature, ''Jesus, the "Universal 
Man." being the subject of the third 
and last lecture. . . . .
